Explanatory Note 

(This does not form the part of the notification, but is intended to indicate its 
general purport.) 

The State Police Chief has recommended to entrust the investigation of the 
case in Crime No. 246/06 registered at Kunnathunad Police Station, Ernakulam 
District, relating to the murder of Sulekha to the members of the Delhi Special 
Police Establishment. Government have examined the recommendation and have 
decided to transfer the case to the CBI. For the purpose, the consent of the 
State Government under section 6 of the Delhi Special Police Establishment Act, 
1946 is necessary. 

The notification is intended to achieve the above purpose.
